APL Will Not

Little Rock, June 30 — (/P)— |C. 


Hamilton Moses, president of the 
Arkansas Power and

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more 
than $21,000,000,000 for last 
year 


compared with the preceding one. 
Net budget receipts totaled $43,- 


258,833,188 compared with a nresi- 
clential estimate in April of $42,- 
500,000,000.

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more 
than $21,000,000,000 for last 
year 


compared with the preceding one. 
Net budget receipts totaled $43,- 


258,833,188 compared with a nresi- 
clential estimate in April of $42,-

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more 
than $21,000,000,000 for last 
year 


compared with the preceding one. 
Net budget receipts totaled $43,- 


258,833,188 compared with a nresi- 
clential estimate in April of $42,-

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more 
than $21,000,000,000 for last 
year 


compared with the preceding one. 
Net budget receipts totaled $43,- 


258,833,188 compared with a nresi- 
clential estimate in April of $42,- 
500,000,000.

U. S. Ends Year 
With Substantial 
Budget Surplus! 


Washington, July 2—(/P)— Secre- 
tary Snyder announced today the 
government finished the 1947 fis- 
cal year Monday with 
a 
budget 


"arplus of almost $754,000,000. 


That 
was 
approximately $500,- 


000,000 less than President Truman 
had estimated on 
April 
19 
and 


$401,000,000 below the record high 
set under President Coolidge ex- 
actly 20 years ago. 


But it was the first surplus in 17 
years and it broke up a string of 
deficits that began under Herbert 
Hoover and had continued 
under 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Truman. 


Snyder told a news conference 


that the surplus—which represents 
the amount that government 
in- 


come exceeded spending over the 
last 12 months—already; has been 
applied on the national debt. 


With that amount included, debt 
retirement over 
the 
fiscal year 


totaled $11,522,000,000, Snyder said. 
The debt stood at $258,376,000,- 


000,000 oil June 3. That was $21- 
388,000,000 below the all-time peak 
reached 16 months ago. 


The exact amount of the surplus 


was $753,787,660.28. For the previ- 
ous year, the government had had 
a deficit of 
$20,676,000,000. 
This 


meant an improvement 
of more

Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on. This allows the bosom, she 
claims, to take its proper position 
in the cups of the bra.

Prolonged by 
Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on. This allows the bosom, she 
claims, to take its proper position 
in the cups of the bra. It also

Prolonged by 
Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on. This allows the bosom, she 
claims, to take its proper position 
in the cups of the bra. It also

Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on.

Prolonged by 
Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on. This allows the bosom, she 
claims, to take its proper position 
in the cups of the bra. It also

Bra Life Is 
Prolonged by 
Washing Care

Brassieres need careful guidance 


through the laundry if their silken 
curves are to .withstand frequent 
encounters with suds and iron. 


For ways to prolong the life, 
shape and fit of a bra, listen to ex- 
perls' suggestions: 


Don't rub a bra when you wash 
it, they warn. Squeeze 
suds 
in 


and out, using mild soap and warm 
water. If stubborn stains remain 
t'.rter squoosmng suds through fab- 
ric, 
scrub spots with an old tooth 


brush. 


Don't slop rinsing, experts cau- 


tion, until water is unclouded. To 
keup white bras white, add a blue- 
ing rinse to the final water. To 
revive the beauty of a fading ice- 
blue or pink bra, treat the gar- 
ment lo a foam bath in the' tint 
required- 
The 
shape and fit of the laun- 


dered bra depend, according lo 
our mentors, upon what happens 
lo the cups while the garment is 
wet. They suggest pressing out 
water with your hands, gloved in 
a towel. Then push out the point 
at each cup with your index fin- 
Htr. Very lightly stretch the bra 
into its circular shape, and hang 
up to dry until it reaches Ihe 
damp stage. 


Iron while damp. You're cau- 


tioned, however, to set your iron 
for a warm —never hot—tempera- 
ture. Iron first on the inside of 
each cup, one section at a time. 
To preserve shape, work toward 
the point in the center of the cup. 
Press straps and band— using a 
cool iron for the elastic parts — 
and you're through. 


But there's one more reminder. 


A brassiere demonstrator says the 
correct way of getting into a bra 
is to bend forward as you slip it 
on.

munist custodians of ancient Hun- 
gary took over a country rescued 
from financial chaos by a $35,000,- 
000 train ride with Uncle Sam at 
the throttle. 


The followers of the hammer and 
sickle, now in power, have con- 
veniently overlooked that little de- 
tail, but some among the Hungar- 
ian masses must remember. 


It was right out of a Hollywood 


script — that train ride last Au- 
gust that 
saved 
Hungary 
from 


total collapse by the timely return 
of ils entire gold reserve —22 tons 
of the precious metal. 


I was the only reporter aboard 


he train, and I'd like to tell a few 
angles about the trip that weren't 
pointed out at the time. 
The 
Hungarian 
government's 


store of gold has been captured by 
he American Third Army in Aus- 
tria, and removed to Frankfurt for 
safekeeping. When the Hungarian 
pengo soared to fantastic inflation- 
ary levels, it became evident that 
only solid money could save the 
country. The American government 
agreed to return 
the 
Hungarian 


gold reserve to back a. new cur- 
rency — the florin. 


The hope was that by this act 


being returned. 
> 
"We are very grateful to the 


American government," he .said. 
"This is the first step toward Hun- 
gary's ' reconstruction." 
Our trip was supposed to be a 


deep secret, but once we crossed 
the Hungarian border crowds lined 
the train at every station. They 
knew that 
the gold 
we 
brought 
again would give them a money 
that had meaning. 


But at one way stop a middle- 
aged Hungarian asked us: 
"Why are you bringing back 


gold now? You are only handing 
it over to the Russians." 


We assured him that the gold 


would be turned over to the Hun- 
garian government itself, not to oc 
cupying Soviet officials, 
and he 


merely shrugged and said; 
"No matter who you deliver it 


lo, the 
Russians 
will get it out 


through the back door." 
The train was repeatedly delayed 


by the Russian engineer who had 
taken over at the border. He gave 
no reason for the halts. We reached 
Budapest at dusk, several hours 
behind schedule. 
"It is a simple mystery," said

aboard. "The Russian's had' no in- 
tention of letting you arrive 
in
